TEL AVIV. — An Israeli solder 
‘was killed by a sniper south of 
Nafishe, on the frontline south- 
west of Iamailiya, on Monday, the 
army spokesman announced yester- 
day.

Czech reformist 
Smrkovsky dies 


PRAGUE (Reuter}.—Josef Smrkov- 
sky, right-hand man of the Czecho- 
slovak former reformist leader 
Alexander Dubcek, died of cancer 
here last night, his family said to- 
day. He was 62. 

He was chairman of the Nation- 
al Assembly when Mr. Dubcek 
came to power tn January 1968, be- 
Binning the reform era which end- 
ed with the invasion of Czechoslo- 
vakia by Soviet troops im August, 
1968. He lost the Assembly post a 
year later, however, and then wag 
ousted from the ruling party pre~ 
sidium, expelled from the central 
committee and resigned as chair- 
man of the Federal House of the 
People (the lower house). 

Mr, Smrkovsky died in a Prague 
hospital. 

He had been suffering from can- 
cer of the hip since 1970. Mr. 
Smrkovsky remained one of the de- 
fenders of the progressive wing i 
the Czechoslovak Communist Party 
leadership. He came under frequent 
personal attack from the Soviet 
Union and their strongest support- 
ers in Czechoslovalda. 


Bora in Valenka, Bohemia, on 
February 26, 1911, Mr. Smrkevaky 
became a Communist at an early 
age and waa secretary of the Com- 
munist Youth Union before the Se- 
cond World War. 


In 1945 he took a prominent part 
in organising an uprising in Prague 
against the German occupation, be- 
coming a Resistance hero,
